!an., has some corn which is tho rarest 
ver grown. Tho patch waa small, but 
bo corn is a kiud that lias never been, 
een in this country before. 
Last spring Mercer opened a mound 
n las farm, and in it. found ft lot of 
orn, along with prehistoric relics, show- 
ng that tho com had been put in there 
ges ago. It ~\vas in a sealed jar, and was 
bout a peck in quantity. Ho gave 
way hall of it to his neighbors and 
thers who heard of it and wanted u few 
grains for a curiosity, 


When planting time crime he thought 
; would bo a good idea to plant some of 
;, and prepared a patch of ground near 
iis house and planted about two quarts 
f the seed. It came np and thrived 
veil under tlie cultivation given it, Tho 
ara came well. The ears were about 
ix inches long and the grains were 
lose together, standing up with sharp 
)oiuts. The grains are small, being 
about one-fourth the sixe of mi ordinary 
grain of com, 


Mercer thinks that this must uudoubt- 
dly be tho original corn of this country 
rom which the present has sprung 
hrough long and 
high cultivation. 


IJVhafc is remarkable about it is that the 
mound from winch it was taken has 
very evidence of being very old, for 
reea were growing on it that could not 
>o less than £00 year old. The relica 
onnd witli the corn are similar to those 
ound in tho mounds o£ Illinois and Ohio, 
nd this inounil must have been co- 
xiKlcnt with those, which are believed 
o havo been over 1,000 years old. Mcr- 
ser has sent samples of his corn to 
riends in tho east and to the govern-

Washington Operator: It is found 
tat not one person in ten among those 


who are daily using tho telephone knows 
iow to use the telephone properly. Some 
people think they have to ecreain or 
aawl, while others go to the opposite ox- 
sreme nnd drop their voicea almost to a 
whisper. Some stand too far from the 
transmitter, and others epeak too rapidly 
or indistinctly.

It is almost 
mposaible to get too near the instrument, 
provided a distinct conversational tone 
ia maintained. IE you watch tho girls at 
the switchboard you will notice that they 
ialk distinctly, and that moat of tliem 
put their noses against the inet-timents 
when tbey speak, They don't havo tiny 
iroubla and nobody else would if be 
voald adopt similar methods.

THE ACQUITTAL OF GEORGE HUDSON 


BBBHSSS 


Ol the Charge of Murdering Dr. How- 


ard Relieves Mr. Peter E. Blow 


ol an Unpleasant Suspicion 


—The Verdict. 


KOLLA, Mo., Feb. 28.—George Hudson, 


is a free man and stands legally vindi- 
cated of the charge of assassinating Dr. 
Louis G. Howard at .loplin, Mo., on the 
evening of September IS, 1S80. 
At 10 


o'clock Saturday night the ease went 
to the jury, and they were closely con- 
fined until !» o'clock Sunday morning 
when Judge Bland opened court to re- 
ceive their verdict. 
George Hudson 


and his family soon arrived and took 
Beats within the railing of the liar. 
He 


was as calm and cool as during the en- 
tire trial, but his frail wife and pretty 
children were as pale as death. 


When the jury filed into the room 


with Loga.ii Johnson In the lead as lore- 
man, the silence of the audience was 
oppressive. He handed Judge Bland 
their verdict sealed. It read: 


WQ, the jury, find the def eutlnnt not guilty. 
Teal's and sobs sprung 
from the 


happy wife and children and all clasped 
the husband and father in their arms. 
The defendant's brother, J. \V. Hudson, 
cried like u child, 
while his many 


rough 
nnd rugged friends 
allowed 


tears to How, despite the fact Unit 
tears were strangers to them. 


The judge ordered the defendant to 


go his way and adjourned court till 
Tuesday morning next at 9 o'clock. 


The acquittal of Hudson carries with 


it the full and complete vindication of 
Mr. Peter E. Blow, whose name haul 
b«eu dragged into the case by wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. The verdict 
shows that the jury totally discredited 
the 
testimony of these 
witnesses. 


While Mr. Blow's friends at no time 
felt'iiny uneasiness as to the outcome, 
they arc pleased that vindieatiozi has 
come in so pronounced a w;iy. 


The trinl w;is the most notable one 


ever docketed in the court of Phelps 
county, and now that it is over the peo- 
ple of this city breathe more freely. 
All week the air was thick with rumors 
of intended violence. The line was so 
closely drawn between the friends of 
Hudson and those who took the wit- 
ness stand to give evidence against 
him and the feeling so strong lor und 
against the prisoner, that the public 
were prepared for an outbreak at any 
hour of the proceedings. The desper- 
ate character of some of Mfc men who 
figured in the trial made a lawle.sn end- 
ing of the case extremely probable. 
They have now all left the city and if 
there are any scores to be evened up 
for what took plncc in the court- room, 
Rolla will not be the scone of their 
occurrence..

Usually these competition hunts uro be- 
tween the young men of different neigh- 
borhoods, and neighborhood "honor" is 
a big thing in this country. 


A very exciting hunt was inadobytwo 


parries of farmers living near Homer, 
which, on account of tho number of men 
engaged and tho amount of game bagged, 
will bo household lore in tho neighbor- 
hood for many winters. There was ono 
company of twenty-live men and another 
of twenty-four men. All had to havo 
their game in by 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing, nnd most of the men started in quest 
of "Brer Babbit" before daylight. "And 
they gathered them in from the high- 
ways and hedges," for when the count 
was made in tho evening one party had 
secured 033 rabbits, while tho other had 
fllain G25, making a total of 1,158.

the money divided into three purses, 
which were presented to the men who 
killed the most rabbits.

took first, having captured sixty-nii'e. 
Feast Hall had sixty-eight and Edward 
Brown sixty. Probably so large n num- 
ber of rabbits were never before killed 
by ono party in Illinois in ono ilay.— 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Ko Profit In Money Or<U-r«. 


There does not seem To be any prospect 


that the money order business can be 
made to pay a profit to Uncle Bam in 
future, 
it was started in iyir> with nn 


appropriation by congress of $100,000, 
and during the lirst eight months there 
was a loss of more than $7,000. As tho 
sj'stem grew it became more remuner- 
ative to the government, until it began 
to shown margin of gain about ten years 
ago. 
For tho last three years, however, 


there has been a loss on it, mainly be- 
cause tho average sum sent by money 
order has diminished, 


The average cost to tho government 


of a money order, whether for a small 
or large amount, ia a trillo over ten 
cents, while the average fee paid now is 
only a fraction more than eight cents. 
However, tho loss on domestic money 
orders is made up 1o .some extent by tho 
profit on international money orders. 
During the last fiscal yenr tho postoffico 
department cleared $18!),000 on tho pur- 
chase of bills of exchange to settle bal- 
ances with foreign countries on account 
of money orders issued.—Washington 
Star.
